To Amateur Radio Clubs: 


Effective with the dues increase July 1, 1981, the club may now keep $2.00 
for its treasury for each regular new member or regular membership renewal 
submitted through the club. 


Here are the details. The individual club member pays the club treasurer or 
other officer the regular annual ARRL dues of $25, or $30 in Canada, or the 
special rates upon request for those age 65 and older or age 17 and younger. 
(The member requesting the special rate must provide proof of age such as a 
copy of a driver's license or birth certificate which must accompany the 
member ship application sent to Headquarters.) The officer forwards $23 ($28 
in Canada) for each membership taken at the full rate. $2 is retained for 
the club treasury for each regular membership outlined above. Any number of 
memberships may be submitted in this manner. Please indicate whether each 
‘membership sent to us is new, a renewal or an extension of an existing mem- 
.bership. 


When a multiple-year membership is sent through an affiliated club, the 
amount retained by the club for handling is $2 per membership regardless of 
the number of years being entered. For example, a member wishes to renew 
for 3 years. He pays the 3 year multiple year rate of $72. $2 goes to the 
“lub treasury and $70 is remitted to headquarters. 


The special club offer does not apply to life memberships (or payments made 
toward life membership on the quarterly payment plan). 


Any member of the immediate family (i.e., husband, wife, brother, sister, son, 
daughter, father or mother) of an ARRL member, and living at the same address, 
may also become a League member, without QST, at the special rate of $2.00 per 
year. Such family membership must run concurrently with that of the regular 
member receiving QST, and is not subject ; co the special club offer. 


IMPORTANT: To maintain continuity of eenbacenies which is important since 
four years of continuous membership is required of candidates of ARRL direct- | 
or and vice-director, renewals should be submitted well in advance of expira- | 
tion. Membership records are based on the date of receipt at headquarters, | 
and a lapse occurs if a renewal is not received prior to expiration, or with- | 
in the grace period of 30 days. Don't let a member be penalized inadvertent- 
ly by allowing his membership to lapse. | 


Last but not least, 100% ARRL membership entitles each affiliated club to spec 
ial recognition - an attractive certificate. 


Every ham needs an amateur radio club and the League. Make joint membership 
a continuing club project!

FA I TION 


In an effort to stop further unlicensed 
amateur radio operation by Gary W. Kerr, and 
to collect a $2,000 fine aésessed against him, 
U.S. Attorney Joseph P. Russoniello for the 
Northern District of California has taken legal 
action that could result in an injunction be- 
ing placed against him. 


Gary W. Kerr of Los Gatos, California, 
previously held a General Class amateur radio 
operator license and station license WA6JIY. 
His license renewal application was denied 
after an FCC hearing in San Francisco. Kerr 
was found to have caused intentional! interfer- 
ence to amateur 2-meter repeater operations 
in the San Francisco Bay area. 


The FCC Review Board affirmed the 


findings and agreed that Kerr's "calculated 


and deliberate conduct in repeatedly and for 
long periods interfering with legitmate com- 
munications on the Grizzly Peak repeater re- 
quired denial of his renewal application." Kerr 
claimed he was conducting tests and was not 
jamming the repeater's operation. The Board 
said FCC rules do not permit tests of the sort 
he claimed to be running. 


Denial of his renewal was final in Sep- 
tember 1982, but local FCC field offices con- 
tinued to receive reports that Kerr was still 
operating on amateur radio frequencies. After 
numerous complaints, a field investigation was 


_intitiated by the San Francisco FCC district 


office. Kerr was found to be operating an 


‘unlicensed transmitter on a frequency used by 
- a local 2-meter repeater station. He was fined 


$2,000 for operating an unlicensed station on 
April 13, 1983. 


Despite repeated official requsts, Kerr 
has not yet paid the forfeiture. This has re- 


“sulted in the issue being referred to the U.S. 


Attorney for collection in federal court. The 
local FCC office said that it has received 
reports that Kerr “intends to disrupt amateur 
radiocommunications associated with the up- 
coming Olympics." 


The Commission said in their July 3rd 
Public Notice that the action against Kerr is 
not typical in a service that has prided itself 
for years as "self-regulatory" and added

REPEATERS LINK THROUGH AMSAT SATELLITE, OSCAR 10 


November 1983 - WB3EYB, the first amateur satellite "gateway station" 
goes on the air from Harrisburg, PA. An uncomplicated interface between 
the local 34-94 repeater and WB3EYB's OSCAR 10 satellite station makes 
it possible for N3BED and WA3UDJ, using only their 2meter FM gear, to 
work JA's. Excitement abounds! 


May 20, 1984 - The second OSCAR 10 gateway station goes on the air 
with Don, WB8ZTV the control operator. A local veteran amateur of 52 years 
tells Don that his contacts with G-land amateurs through the KD8GL repeater 
and the WB8ZTV gateway station is only the second time in his long amateur 
radio career that he's had goose bumps! (The first time was when he made 
his first QSO more than half a century ago.) 


May 27, 1984 - KD8GL repeater users have a three hour rag chew with 
Ian, ZL1AOX in Auckland, New Zealand. Ian, an AMSAT expert uses the QRM 
free conditions on OSCAR 10 to provide answers to the many questions asked 
by the KD8GL gang. 


May 28, 1984 - What's believed to be the first HT to HT QSO through 
the OSCAR 10 satellite occurred at 1458 UTC when Karen, KB6DDQ in 
Camerillo, CA worked Jay, KD8GL in West Virginia. Karen was transmitting 
her one watt signal to the N6JFD repeater which was interfaced to the 
WA6O0BT gateway station. KD8GL worked Karen using his HT, through the 
repeater bearing his call sign and the WB8ZTV gateway station in 
Moundsville, West Virginia. 


OSCAR 10 - THE BIG REPEATER IN THE SKY 


Launched in June 1983, AMSAT OSCAR 10 provides global communications 
for an average of 10 hours daily. OSCAR 10 behaves much like a repeater, 
except that its passband is 150 KHz wide instead of a single frequency. 
The coverage afforded by OSCAR 10 can- be measured in thousands of miles. 


A gateway station consists of an interface and a typical OSCAR 10 
ground station. The interface is relatively simple and inexpensive. A 
control operator is currently required to satisfy FCC requirements.
